Among the reſt of theſe Wr whore t the taſt of time hay

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tus altered, there was ſome that lifted their beades ſv hie, as if thry 
hay bane bꝛed to locke ng lotver then ſtars, they thought Noli altum 
ſapere was rather toe ſaping ofa foole, then the cenfure of a Philols- 


pher, and therſoze ſtretcht tbemlelues on their tiptoes, as if they ha 
beene a kindꝛed tothe {02d Tiptofſt, and began fo diſdain thcir equals, 
ſcoꝛne their inferiours, and eucn their betters, ſo:getting now that 
time had taught them to ſay maſſe, how befoze they bad playde the 
Clarks part to ſay Amen to the pꝛieſt.

Dthers that formed Homini di grand iſfi- 
ma by their lokes and their walkes gathered earneſtly and did por- 
kef it vp, as it they meant to keepe it carefully,but as they wer carri» 
eng it away, there met them a troupe of nice wantons, faire women 
that like to Lamiz bad feces like Angels, cies like Rars, b:effes lis 
the golden front in the Heſperides, but from the middis downwards 
their ſhapes line ferpents, Theſe with Spzenlike affuremente ſo en⸗ 
tiledtheſe quaint (quires, that they beſtowed all their flowers vppon 
them fo2 fauours, they themſelues walkinge home by beggars buſhe 
ſoꝛ apermance. Amongſtthis crew were Lawyers and they gathe 
red the Diuell and all, but pooze ports weroth2uft backe and toulds 
not bes ſuffered to haue one hande full to put amongſt their withered 
garlands of bates, to make them gloꝛious. But ob and J ohn of the 
countrep they ſtept᷑ in churliſhlp, in their high ſlart vps, and gathered 
whole ſacſuls: inſomuch they woꝛe berſoms af Thaift in their Bats 
likefozehozſes, oʒ the luſiy Gallants in a Pozrice dance: ſaing the 
crue thus to w2angliefo; ſo paltry a werde, 4 went alone to take one 
of all the other fragrante flowers that diapzed this valley, thereby 1 
ſaw the Batthelers buttons, Whoſe vertus is to make wanton mat- 
dens wrepe whentheyhanso wozne it fozty werkes vnder their & 
pozns ſoꝛ a faueur.

b2at( qv beluet bꝛeches) now autho2ity faucurs me, Jam admitted 
dicerop, J will mak? the do me homage, e confefle that thou heldſt 
thy being and reſidence in my land from the gratious ſauonr of my 
ſafferance, and with that he laid hold on the hilts of his rapper, and 
cloth bꝛerches betoke him to his ſtaff, when I tepping bet wirt them 
parted them thus. Why what meane pe, will you decide your con- 
trouerfle by blowes, when pou may debats it by reaſon, this is a 
land of peace, gouerned by true iuſticiaries e honozable magiſtrats, 
where pou ſhall haue equitie without partiality, and therefoze liſten 
to me 4 diſcuſſe the matter by lawe, your quarrell is, whether of pou 
are moſt antient and moſt wozthy, you ſir, boaſt of your country and 
parentage, he of his natius birth in England, rouclaime al, he would 
baus but his owne, both plead anobſolute title of reſidence in this 
antry» then mull ths courſe betwene you be treſpaſſe oz diſſeiſon 
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of kranke tenament,you Uelnet bꝛirches in that pon claime the rt 
title you ſhall bee plaintiffe, and picad a tre ſpaſſe of deſſeiſon doong 
pou by cloth b2ceches, ſo ſhall it be bꝛought to aturie, and tried by a 
ver did of twelue o2 fower and twenty. Tuſh, tuſh, quoth Telnet 
bz&ches, J neither like to be plaintiffe, noz pet allow ofa inrie, foz 
they map be partiall, and ſo condemne me in mine owne action, foz 
the country ſwaines cannot value of mp wozth noz can mine hono2s 
come within the compaſſe of their baſe wits, becauſe J am a ſtranger 
in this land, 2 but beere latliy ariued, they wil hold me as an vpſtart, 
c ſo lightly eſteeme of my wor thineſſe, and foʒ inꝝ aduer ſary is their 
countriman + leſſe cyargeable, bee ſhall haue the lawe mitigated, if 
a iury ofhinds oz ptſaunts ſhould bee inpanelled, if antient Gentle- 
men, peomen,oz plame miniſters ſhould bee af the queſt J were (urs 
to loſe the day becauſe they loath mee, in that J baue perſwaded ſo 
many landlo2des fo2 the maintenance of mp bzauerie to raiſe their 
rentes, You ſæke a knot inaruſh ( qv. J) rou ne&d not doubt of that,

ger. Poth not (he @enlviozs fight to be bzane, the Lawyer ſtudy to 
5 countenance 
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eounfenancs himlelfe with cot, the artificer takes paines only fo; my 
ſake that wearing me he may bꝛag it amongſt the beff, what credits 
carries he now adales that goes pind vp in a Cloth bze&ch, who will 
kespe him companie that thinkes well of bimſelfe, vnleſſe he vſe the 
(ple lane to make cleane his ſhoone, the wozlds are chaungde and 
men are growen to moze wit, and their mindes toaſpire after moze 
bonozable thoughts, they were Dances in Diebus illis, they had not 
the true vie ofgentility, and therefoze they lived meanely ans died ob 
ſcurely, but now mennes capacities are refined, time bath (et a new 
edge on gentlemens hamozs,and they ſhew them as they ſhould bee, 
not like glottons as their fathers did, in chines of befe aud almes to 
the pooze. but in beluets, ſattins,cloth of gold, pearle,yea pearle lace, 
\. Which (carſe Caligula woze on his birth dap, and to this honourable 
bum haue J b;ought theſe gentlemen ſince I came from Italy. what 
is the end ol ſernice to a man but to countenance himſelfe and credite 
his maiſter with bzave ſuites, the ſcuruy tapſters and oſtlers ſex po 
puli fili pots, and rubbe hozſebeeles, to pzancke themſelues with my 
glozy, alas were it not to wear me, why would ſo many apply them 
ſelues to extrao2dinary idlenes 2 Beſide, J make fooles be reuerenft, 
and thought wiſe amongſt the common ſozf, Jam a ſevere ſenſo; to

mendable to anſwere their degrees inapparell, coꝛreſpondent vnto 
_ theirdignities, J am not ſo pzeciſe direaly to inueigh againſt the 
ble of velnet ,cither in bz&ches 02 in other ſutes,noz will J haue men 
goelike John Baptif, in coates of Camels hair, Let Pzinces haue 
their Diademes, and Czlar what is due to Cæſar, let Noblemen 
goe as their byzth requires, and Gentlemen as they are bozne oz 
beare office, I ſpeake in mine ownedefence,foz the antient Gentili- 
tye and peomanrie of Englande, and inneigh againſt none, but ſuch 
malapart vpſtart as raiſed vp from the Plough,oz aduanced foz their 
Italian deuiſes, oz foz their witlefſe wealth, couet in bꝛauer ve to 
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match,nay to ercied the greateſt Noblemen in this land. 
But leaning this digreſſion moumſler beluet bzeches,againe fo 


the perticulars of your fond allegation. Whereas you affirme your 
ſelfe to be both oꝛiginal and final end ot learning, alas pꝛoud pzincor 
you pearch a bow to hie, did all the philoſophers — 
— buſie their wits to weare veluet bzeches:Why both at that time 
thou wert vnknowne, yea vnboꝛne. and all exteſſe in apparell had in 
high contempt, and nowe in theſe dates all men of wozth, are taught 
by reading, that erceſſe is a great ſin: that pꝛide is the firſt ſtep to the 
do wnefall of tame. They udp with Tully, that they may ſeems 
boꝛ ne fo; their countries as well as foz themſelues. The Denine to 
iuſtice, the Phiũtion to diſcouer the ſecretes of Codes wonders, by 
wozking ſtrange cures : to be bzefe,the end of all being,as toknowe 
God, And not as pour wozſhip god maiſker velnet bzerches wzelts 
to creep into acquaintance. 
A will not dente, but there be as fantaſticall fooles as pour ſe lle, hat 
perhaps are puft vp with ſuch pꝛeſuming thoughts, and ambttiouiſę 
aime to trick themſelues in pour wozſhips masking ſates, but while 
ſuch climbe foz great honours, thep often fall to great ſhames. Jt 
may be there vpon you bꝛing in Honos alit Artes, but J geffe pour 
maifterſhip neuer tried what true honour meant, that truſfe it dye 
within the compaſſe of a paire of veluet-bz#ches, and place if in the 
arrogancy of the hart, no, no:ſaꝝ hono is idolatry,foz they make ſales 
of themſelaes, and idols of their tartaſes:but be that valueth honour 
ſo, ſhall reade a leaute out of Apulcius golden afſe, to learne him 
moze wit. But now ſir by pour leane, a blow with pour next argu- 
ment which is, that marchants hazard their goods and lines fo be ac- 
quaintcd with your maiſterſhip. Inderd you are awꝛie foz wiſe men 
frequent marts fo2 p2ofit not foz pꝛide, vnleſſe it be ſome that by wea⸗ 
ring of veluet bzeches and apparell too high foz their calling, haue 
pꝛooued bankeroutes in their youth, and haue beene glad in their age 
to deũre mp acquaintance, and to truſſe vp their tailes in home ſpun 
ruſſet: whereas thou doſt obiec the valour of hardy ſouidiers ti grow 
fo; the deſire of bꝛaue apparell. C is falſe, and J knowe if any were 
pꝛeſent, they would pꝛoue vpon thy bones that thou wert a lier: foz 
toeir countreps good, their pꝛintes ſernice,the defence of their frends 
the hope of fauoz is the * ende of their relolutions: — 
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only them bert che wozlds glo2y, fickle, tranſifozy,x inconffant. hal 
A fetch from thine own country, weapons to wound thy ſelfewithall., 
— thou to Cincinnatus, was he not caled to be Dictatoꝛ from 
the Plongh, and after many vidoꝛies, what did he iet vp and downe 
the court incoſty garments and velnet bzeeches ? No, he diſpiſed di- 


d vaine gloz ie and pꝛide, and returned againe to his 
quiet contented life in the country. Bow much did Caius Fabritius 
value their Numa pompilius, Sceuola, Scipio, Epaminodas, Ariſti- 
des, they held themſelues wozmes meate, and counted pꝛide vanity, 
and ret thou art not aſhamed to ſap, thou art the ende of ſolticurs 
woꝛthy hen. J tell the ſawcy ſkipiack, it was a good and a bleſſed 
time here in England, when R. Stephen woze a pair of cloth bꝛætches 
ofa Noble a pap2e, and thought them paſſing coftlye, then did bee 
count Weſtminſter hal to litle to be his dining chamber t bis almcs 
was not bare bones, in ſtead of bzoken meat but luſty chines of becfe 
fel into the poze mens basket. Then charity flouriſhed inthe Court, 
and yoong Courtiers ſtraue to extiede one an other in vertue, not in 
bzauery : they rode not with fans to ward their faces from the wind, 
but with Burgant to reſiſt the ſtroke of a Battleaxe, they could then 
befter erhozt a ſoloioz to armoz then court a lady with amozets, they 
cauſed the trumpette to ſounde them pointes of warre, not Pocts to 


wzite them wanton Eligies of loae:they ſoght after hons2able fame, 


but hunted not after fading honoz : which diſtinaion by the wap take 
thus. There be ſome that ſeke honour, and ſoome are ſought after by 


bono. Such vpſtarts as fetch their pedigree from their fathers aun- 


cient leather apꝛon, and crepe into the court with great humilitp, re⸗ 
dy at the firſt Baſciare li piedi di la voſtra ſignoria haning gotten the 
countenance of ſome Nobleman, will trait be a kindꝛed to Cadwal- 
ler, and ſweare his great grand mother was one of the Burgeſſcs of 
the parliamente houſe, will at laſt ſteale by degrees into ſome credite 
by their double diligence, and then winde ſome woozſhipfull place as 
far as a hungry ſow can ſmell a ſir reuerence, and then with all their 
frends ſ&ke dap and night with copne and countenance fill they haue 
got it. Others there be whome honoz it ſelfe ſækes, and ſuch be thep 
whome vertue doth frame fit foz that purpoſe, that riſing by high de- 
ſarts,as learning, oz valour, merite moze then cyther they looke fo2, 
oz their pꝛince bath anye eaſeconueniently to beſtow on them. Such 
þonoz lakes t they with a bluſhingconſcience entertain him, be they 

neuer 
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neuer ſo high in favour, yet they beg vo office, as the hamelett bp: 
Kart doth,that hath a hungry eis to ſpie ouf,an impudent face to ſues 
and a flatering toong to int: rat foz ſome void place of wozthip, which 
litle belonged to them if the pzince intended to beſto w offices foz ber 
tue not favour, Dther M. beluet haieches there beof pour crus, that 
pinch their bellies to poliſh their backs, that kepe their mawes emp- 
tie, to fill their parſtes that haus no ſhews of gentility but a Weluef 
top, who by poling 02 ſelling of land that their fathers lefte will bes 
ao we al! to buy an office about the court thatthey may be wozſhip- 
full, extozting from the pooꝛe, to raiſe vp their money that the baſe 
deceioing companions baue laid out to haue an office of ſome connte- 
nance and credite; wherem they may haue of me better then them- 
ſelucs, be tearmed by the name of woꝛſhip. The laſt whome vertue 
pleadeth foz, and neither ſilner, gold, frendes, noz fauour aduanceth, 
be men ol great wozth, ſuch as are thought of wo:ſhip, and vnwil- 
lingly entertaine ber, rather vouchſafing pꝛofered bono; foz their 
countrypes cauſe, then foz any pzoud opinion of hoped fo2 pzeferment. 
BleCed are ſuch landes, whoſe-officers are ſo placed, and where 
the Pzince pꝛomoteth not foz coine noʒ countenaunce, but foz his 
wozthy deſeruing ver tues. But leauing this by talke, me thought J 
beard you ſay Signior Ueluet bꝛæthes, that you were the father of 
mechanicall Artes, and handicraftes were found out to feſter your 
bꝛauery.

Inderd J cannot de nie, but your wozſhip hath bzought in deceipt =

Type wozl5 was not ſo A principio, foz when veluet was wozne 
but in kinges caps, then conſcience was not a bꝛome man in Kent

A Taplos, quoth he, marry then my freend, quoth J, 
pou are the moze welcome, foꝛ heere is a greate quarrell growne be- 
tw:rt veluet b:ceches and cloth bꝛeches foz thair pꝛerogatiue in En- 
gland: the matter is growne to an iſſac, ther maſt a Jury be empan⸗ 
nelled, and I would deſire and intreat you to be one of the queſt. 

Not (0,quoth cloty bꝛæches J challenge him. And why quoth J 
Nhat reaſon haue pou, doch he not make them both? pes, quoth hee, 
but his gaines is not a like: alas, by me hee getteth ſmall, onslye het

þold the Taploz fo; a neceſſary member to teach yoonas nouices the 

way to we&ping croſſe ; that when they _ waſted what their fa-

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thers [eft thi by pꝛide, they may grow ſparing e humble, by inferred 
- \ponertie: e by this reaſon, the Tailoꝛ plates Gods part: he cralteth 
the poo2e and pulleth downe the pꝛoud: Fo2 ofa wealthy Cſquiers 
ſonne, her makes a thz&«dbare beggar : and of a ſcoꝛncfull Tailoꝛ he 
ſets v2 an vpſtart ſcuruę Gentleman.
